MADRID, Oct. II.—It is stated on the 
best authority that the government of 
the United States has notified the 
Spanish minister at Washington, Senor 
Bupy De Lome, that there is a neces 
sity that Spain should act promptly in 
her efforts to crush the insurrection in 
Cuba. The news has caused quite a 
sensation here. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. II.—The statement 
cabled from Madrid today to the effect 
that the United States government has 
intimated to the Spanish minister here 
that there is need of prompt action on 
the part of his government in putting 
down the Cuban insurrection, cannot 
be confirmed at the state department. 
The officials, when approached, neither 
would confirm nor deny the report, 
but their manner would indicate dis* 
approval of its accuracy. It is believed 
quite probable that 
representations 
may have been made to Spain of the 
wisdom of aggressive and active opera- 
tions against the Cuban insurrection- 
ists, but it is thought the United States 
government did not make the sugges- 
tions and that, if made, they came 
from Minister De Lome and were based 
on his personal views of the situation 
and on his observation of the trend of 
sentiment in the United States and his 
knowledge of the purpose of the friends 
of the insurgents to press their cause 
vigorously soon after the assembling of 
congrees. 


It is apparent that the Cuban junta 
does not intend to urge recognition of 
the insurgents as belligerents prior to 
the opening of congress, and daily 
events point quite as strongly to a de- 
termination to force the question on the 
attention of congress in the belief that 
the legislative channel affords the most 
practicable route to the accomplish- 
ment of something in behalf of Cuban 
independence. The executive branch 
of the government is in the very nature 
of things being more constrained in its 
action than the legislative department. 
Senor De Lome left here today on a 
very early train, and, therefore, no in- 
formation could be gained from him 
concerning the Madrid dispatch, but 
the effect of apparent Spanish ascend- 
ency in the struggle and congressional 
consideration of the Cuban question is 
so obvious, that Minister De Lome, it 
is quite likely, may have made official 
or unofficial représentations thereon. 


HAVANA, Oct. 11.—Further details re- 
ceived from La Sesbalosa, near which 
place a mixed train of passenge and 
freight cars was attacked by the insur- 
gents, who threw a dynamite shell 
between the cars, seriously injuring five 
of the passengers and more or less 
injuring all the others, show that two 
of the passengers each lost a leg and 
both hands; the leg of another one has 
been amputated, and three others are 
in danger of death. Two of the wound- 
ed passengers have already succumbed 
to their injuries. The greatest indig- 
nation prevails against these insurgents 
who have been guilty of the inhuman 
act. The insurgents have also partially 
destroyed with dynamite an iron rail- 
road bridge at Campa Juna and an- 
other at Tuinicu, province of Santa 
Clrra.

HIS WIFE GONE, 


Also His Children and .$1,100 of 
His Money. 


Ernest Sauerwine Returns From Work 
and Finds That His Wife Has 
£ioped With Another Alan. 


Mrs. Ernest Sauerwine, of Franklin 
avenue, is gone—nobody knows where. 
And with her also went her two chil- 
dren, both girls, aged seven and nine 
years, $1,100 in monev and a man. 


Ernest Sauerwine is a machinist in 
the Lake Erie and Western shops. 
Wednesday evening he returned home 
from work and found his wife and chil 
dren gone. He began inquiry in the 
neighborhood and learned that they 
had been seen to leave with a young 
man who boarded on St. Mary's avenue, 
near the Sauerwine home. 


Sauerwine also found that his wife 
and children and the young man had 
boarded Pittsburg train No. 9 Wednes- 
day evening for Chicago and then he 
knew that the suspected elopement was 
a fact. 


The facts in the case, as THE SENTINSL 
has learned them, are as follows: This 
young man, whose name was not ob- 
tained, has been paying undue atten- 
tions to Mrs. Sauerwine for some time, 
unknown to her husband. 
It was 
planned between the two that they 
should elope and take with them the 
$831 which Sauerwine had been years 
in saving for the benefit of his children 
and which was on deposit with the Tri- 
State Building and Loan association. 
This money was deposited jointly in the 
names of Sauerwine and his wife, and 
the signatures of both were necessary 
to the check before the money could be 
withdrawn. Mrs. Sauerwine presented 
such a check, but the signature of her 
husband was a forgery, and she received 
the money. 


The woman purcfiased three new 
trunks and filled them with clothing 
for herself and children and had them 
checked to Chicago. At the Pittsburg 
depot the parties bought tickets for 
Chicago, and also made dilligent in- 
quiries regarding the fare and time of 
trains to St. Paul, Minn.

Turns Out To be Baron Von 
Seckendorf, of Prussia. 


Romantic Story of m Music Salesman— 
A Prince and Princess Coming 
to Fort Wayne. 


A story has Just come to light in this 
city that has enough romance in it to 
fill a book. 


During the past several months there 
has been employed in the Arcade 
Music store a young German who was 
known by the name of John Smith. 
He has been a salesman for the music 
houee and no one ever suspected that 
he was anything more than plain John 
Smith. He is a well educated man, 
with refined manners and tastes. His 
gentlemanly ways won for him the 
friendship of a large circle of people. 


Now it has been learned that plain 
John Smith, the music salesman, itf 
Baron Von Seckendorf, who is now 
the head of one of the oldest, wealth- 
iest and most influential families in all 
the German empire. 


The story of Baron Von Seckendorf's 
life is full of intense inter«»t. The 
family residence was in the province of 
Pommern, Prussia. 
There was an 
older brother in the family who, by 
reason of his age, had succeeded to the 
title of baron and into whosehands had 
come the control of all the vast estate. 


The baron was an invalid and was 
aware of the fact that he could not live 
many years. 
His younger brother, 
whom we will call John Smith, was 
still at home, but the baron took a dis- 
like to him and intimated that Smith 
was staying there for the sole purpose 
of awaiting his death so he could suc- 
ceed him to the title and estate. 
This 
caused the young man to leave Prussia 
and come to the United Statei, thus 
showing that such was not his object. 
He came to Fort Wayne several months 
ago. 


A few days ago Smith received an 
official notice from the German consul 
at New York that his brother, the 
baron, had recently died and that ho 
(Smith) had now succeeded to the title 
of Baron Von Seckendorf and the large 
estate which is worth several millions 
of dollars. 


The estate is situated in various sec- 
tions of the German empire, but the 
mfijor portion is in Prussia. 


The new Baron Von Seckendorf has 
resigned his position with the Arcade 
Music store and is arranging to leave 
for Germany in a few days to assume 
charge of his poBsessions. 


In addition to being one of the noble- 
men af the empire and the head of a 
family that is noted in history for its 
irflaence and prominence, the Baron 
Von Seckendorf will, by reason of his 
title, also become k member of the 
upper house of tho Prussian diet, which 
is the same in that country as congress 
is in the United Ssates. 


The baron has a sister who is now the 
princess of Windischgrata, having mar- 
ried the prince of Windischgratz, who 
is also one of the leading men of Ger- 
many, and the ruler over a large princi- 
pality. Baron Von Seckendorf has re- 
ceived word that the prince and prin- 
cess of Windischgratz are now in Amer- 
ica and that they wjU arrive in Fort 
Wayne this evening or tomorrow to visit 
him. The baron says he will endeavor 
to induce the prince and princess to re- 
main in Fort Wayne until after the 
centennial next week. Then he will 
bid farewell to his Fort Wayne friends 
and return with them Europe 


While they both yet lived in Ger- 
many the new baron and Louis Balt- 
haiar, of the Fort Wayne Freie Presse, 
were close friends and were officers in 
the same regiment. 
When the baron 
returns to the Fatherland he will be 
accompanied by Mr. Balthasar, who 
will be supplied by the baron with a 
fine position. 


The many friends of the noble Gor- 
man will be surprised to learn of the 
transition of plain John Smith, the 
music man, to the Baron Von Secken- 
dorf. and the good wishes of all will 
follow him and Mr. Balthasar as they 
return to their old home and enter 
upon lives of prominence in the Fath- 
erland.

THE newspapers say that Boston is 
discussing the selling of saloon licenses 
at auction to the highest bidder.

The price of a license in Boston

saloon as between the free saloon and 
the heavily taxed one, we say tax it by 
all means, and make it bear its share of 
the burden of government, which is 
made so heavy by the work of the sa- 
loon.

And now I caii truly say that, much as 
I enjoyed making my money, I enjoyed 
giving it away a great deal better." 


Nahsen and the Fram. 


If ever a sliip was calculated to pass 
through ice floes without being crushed, 
it was Dr. Nansen's stout little Fram. 
The chances are certainly against the 
truth of the report that she was seen 
drifting helplessly wedged in among ice 
cakes. 
She was flat bottomed and had 
heavily sloping sides, so as to be lifted 
up by ice masses instead of being borne 
down and crushed by them. Every pos- 
sible precaution has been taken to make 
her warm, and she has electric lights, 
the dynamo being moved by wind power 
as the vessel steams or drifts. The ship 
is provisioned and fueled for five years, 
although Nansen expected to be absent 
only three. His set time will not be up 
till August, 1896. 


The brave Norwegian explorer began 
his trip firm in the theory of open water 
around the north pole. The most north- 
erly point ever reached by man was 
made by the Americau Lockwood May 
5, 1882. This was latitude 83.24. From 
the height of a cliff near the explorer.« 
could see as far eastward as latitude 
83.35, to a point they named Camp 
Washington. 
There was not a trace 
of land, either to the north or north 
west. 
There was an open sea. 
Had 
there been icefields Lockwood could have 
gone farther. 
Nausen believes he could 
reach this open sea and be borne across 
it by polar currents, even if he could 
not steam or .'?ail across. 
He hoped to 
be able to cross the pole itself. 
Until 
next August, therefore, there will be no 
occasion for real uneasiness as to the 
fate of Nansen.

OCEAN MAILS. 


American 
Line 
of 
Steamers 
Will Be Favored. 


The Price on JLetterKail KcdnceU Over 
One Half and Paper Mail In- 
creased 100 Per Cent. 


WASHIKGTON, Oct. 11.—On October 16 
the new arrangements for carrying 
ocean mails will go into eflect. 
The 
first trip will be made by the St. Louis 
At that time the United States will 
begin paying the new American lines 
of steamers $4 per mile for carrying the 
mail from New York to Southampton 
The number of miles between those 
places will be computed by the navy 
department, giving the average dist 
anca, and no regard will be paid to the 
northern or southern 
routes. 
The 
computations will also be in statute 
instead of nautical miles, the opinion 
of the attorney general being to the 
effdct that the word "mile" in the law 
does not mean nautical miles or knots 
It 
is 
estimated 
that 
the 
cost 
carrying 
the 
mails 
will 
be 
some- 
thing 
like 
$700.000 
per 
year, 
Under 
the 
contract 
the 
American 
company must dispatch a ship every 
week, and carry all 
mail 
that 
offered. 
It has not yet been deter- 
mined whether mail will be held for 
American liners or whether it shall be 
despatched also by other linea. 
This 
is something to be decided by the post

The foreign com- 
panies receive forty-four 
cants per 
pound for letter and four and one-half 
cent? for printed matter. 
The Ameri- 
can lire will rcceive sixtten cents per 
pound for letters and 8 cents fcr print- 
ed matter. It is expected that the cost 
of the trans-Atlantic mail service will 
be considt rab'y increased under 
the 
new arrangtmeuls. 
The coct of the 
service for ih« year ended July 30, 
1894, was $610,882 and for the follow 
ing year it was considerably more than 
that. 
The payments to tne American 
line will be more than the total cost of 
the service now. 
At present mai s are 
lent by the English, German 
and 
French lines, according to the country 
in which the matter is destined 
and 
having in view t'ae prospect of prompt 
delivery.
